Last evening two short, but ex- 
tremely concise, speeches were given 
to the gathering at Stratbcona Hall 
by the two McOIII delegates recently 
returned from the Ouelph Conference. 

Miss Loma Kerr, in a tew well 
chosen words, pointed out the spirit 
of the Convention and some of the 
difficulties which confronted the re- 
pi-esentatlves from the various 
colleges from coast to coast. " One 
of these," said Miss Kerr, " waa the 
matter of a budget. So besetting a 
factor was this to the assembly that 
.Mr. Ketchum, one of the leaders of 
the Conference, ruled 'out the flnan 
clal question temporarily in order 
that a consensus of opinion of the 
true nature and spirit of the move- 
ment might be settled withoi.t 
monetary affairs Interfering." 

E. C. Amaron. the other .McGill 
delegate, and also cbalrman of thu 
Intercollegiate Convention, followed 
the first speaker by telling In an in- 
teresting way the purposes and out- 
lining the Student Christian .Move- 
ment. " There Is a determined wish 
of all sliidents at present to manage 
their own affairs," said Amaron, 
"and this Is true in connection with 
their Bible Study groups, as well la 
with their Rugby teams." There Is 
also a feeling prevalent throughout 
the . Domlulon ^f^,,a Union of all 
mlsBlonafy, YÎM.CJkV bfancfiësT*'Bn(I* 
this is possible tuider tHe newly 
adopted organization. The* various 
universities seem to have decidedly 
different opinions reg.arditxs their 
own affairs which are unique In most 
cases; therefore a college missionary 
society, Y.M., Y.'W., or any other In- 
stitution may affiliate Itself with the 
S. C. M.. yet retain Its present con- 
htltutlon and run its own "show." 

Tho matter of a local budget Is 
extremely unimportant. It will be hut 
some $7,000 (seven thousand) for 
Canada, so that in the case of McOill 
it will be very little. 

We at McQlll will ha\'e consider- 
able time before we hrave to finally 
decide this question which will not 
mean necessarily the severing of our 
relations wttU the National Council 
of tho Y.M, 

There is a strong spirit manifested 
by several ot ^McGlll, who wish to ; 
a radical yet profitable move taken 
in this respect and who are dttei- 
mlnedly spurring every effort to mal;e 
their truly inspired movement a 
noble, loy«l and truly Christian or- 
ganization.

For 
the time being thi« measure was to apply only to the Faculty of Arts, 
as in some ot the. other facufties the session already extends weiynto 
the summer months. 

Curiously enough there ^cms always to have existed a vague 
^'àrfiï ùndefined feeling that the students in Arts were getting off much 
more casilly than the others, for this is by no means the first occa- 
sion on which such a plan has been mooted. In the year 1904 and 
again some eight or nine years ago tho question was taken into serious 
consideration. On both of these occasions the financial considéra- 
tions as affecting the University were found to be insuperable. These 
difficulties have been done away with to a large extent at the present 
time, but others have arisen which affect us more directly. Can the 
average -student afford to have his earning power crippled? 

That day has disappeared into thfr limbo of the past when the 
student was a young man of substantial means, who was sent up to 
the University by well-to-do parents because it was '"the correct tiling 
to do." Nowadays the man who enters upon a college career does so 
not in the first instance because he wishes to acquire "polish," or to 
come in contact with men of learning, but rather because he hopes 
in this way to. tte better fitted to make his mark on the outside world. 
In the great majority of cases, and the proportion is ever on the in- 
crease, he has to pay the piper out of his own pocket. Such being the 
case the young man who is able to don a pair of white flannels and 
spend five months of blissful idleness at wnic seaside resort is be- 
coming so rare as almost to be extinct. • , 

Now tho Attttiorities of this University have recently teen fit to 
Increase the fees by nearly one hundred per cent. The financial 
condition of McGill made this inevitable, but it did not lighten the 
Jot of tho self-supporting student. At Toronto, at Queens and at 
jjSi^pusie the demands on the purse of the student are much less 
filous, yet In the Arts Faculties of these other Canadian universi- 
ties there is no very great difference in the length of the session. At 
Toronto, It is tree, It Is two weeks longer, but the fees are only one 
half as great. At Queens witii the same cut in fees it is almost two 
weeks shoiHer. The competition is thus very grave. 

Fortunately the Arts F,aculty has apparently decided to consult 
^'ibefaest interests of the students, for at the close of last week a 
cottstis was held in order to find, out the exact number of those who 
were employed during the summer holidays. The figures were start- 
ling Fully seventy per cent in all years, are accustomed to seek work 
at the end of the session. Even among the «é^men students quite a 
third apparently do likewise. 

This in itself oitght to procure postponement for the present at 
any rate, for it should be remembered that it is vastly more difficult 
for an Arts student to obtain a satisfactory position, than for a stu- 
dent from one of the so-called technical faculties. At the same time 
the paucity and comparatively low value of the existing scholarships 
and bursaries preclude all but a very few from satisfying their fin- 
ancial needs in this manner. Recently also unemployment has been 
on the increase. There is probably no immediate intention of length- 
ening the session in the Faculty of Arts, but it should be borne in 
mind that such a step may have the effect of absolutely debarring from 
the University a large number of most. deserving students,, merely 
because the latter will be unable to earn enough money in summer 
to tide them over the academic year. .. , i - /•

PICCADHIY 




(Christian Science .Monitor 1 
Maps of London in Klliahethan 
times are few in number and ineaKer 
in detail, hut a glance at the well- 
known bird's-eye view of Agas or 
Braun shows that the aite of what we 
now call Piccadilly waa, at the close 
ot the sixteenth century, open fields 
devoted to the pasturing of cattle and 
the bleaching of linen by herdsmen 
and washerwomen of the Royal parish 
of St. Martin-in-the-Fields. Road- 
ways are usually ot more ancient date 
than the houses which line them, 
though for an enduring boundarv 
there is nothing so Immutable aa 
water. 

To the enterprise of an inhabitant 
of St. Alartln-ln-the-Fields, a bumble 
tradesman In the Strand, we owe the 
tlret buildings to be erected on any 
part ot the site of what is now cbIU.1 
Piccadilly. 

So early as 1612, one Robert Baker, 
a tailor, who lived at the west end 
of the Strand, opposite/Brltaln's Burse 
(till recently the premises ot Coutts' 
Bank) paid Lammas money to tho 
parish for ground which he had en- 
closed and built upon "near the wind- 
mill," and in 1615 he was rated at 
twenty pence for ten acres ot agri- 
cultural land behind the King's Mews 
'at the Town's End. » 

After bis retirement from tha tail-, 
or's bench it is doubtful IC Robert, 
Baker carried on any public «mploj^ 
ment. It has been. surmUeA thal^ h% 
became a "traiteur»'" an4 thaft «a w-^ 
dinar}^ which attainqdl eimitteahte» 



^lasarded the anggestlon that Picca- 
dilly. Hall v.as built by one ;-Ii:;i;liis. 
)i tailor, apd niuUer of a fashionable 
ruff or collar, called a "I'lckidel" In 
the seventeenth century. While no 
trace of the mysterious HIggins is to 
be found In any of the parochial rec- 
ords, it is possible tbat Baker's neigh- 
bors wished to cast rldkiilc on ih,? 
retired tradesman's now abode, and 
that they nicknamed It after an art- 
icle of apparel formerly sold by him 
and others, Higgins perhsps among 
the number, In the Strand. 

Lacemen, mercers, and tailors are 
known to have abounded in that part 
ot London, especially in Bedford 
Street whilst the New Gxcbange- was | 
devoted entirely to the sale 0/ milli- 
nery. In the Strand, immediately west 
of the AdelphI Theatre, were stand- 1 
Ine, w^ithin the last few years, two ! 
houses which must have been at least ! 
as old aa the reign ot James I, and 
Baker's shop was doubtless similar in 
appearance to those relics of seven- 
teenth-century street architecture.

The keeping ot Journals has gotta 
put of faabion. They were Obe pro- 
duct of more leisurely times: Indeed 
it la doubtful if any busy man of at 
fairs, or anyone actively engaged in 
a profession, would find opportunity 
in these days to produce sucb memo- 
rials of induatry av the diary of 
Samuel Pepya, or the Joumala of 
Swift, Wesley or Oeorge Fox. All 
of thees are great human documenlb 
and it is, tboretoro, a matter of more 
than common interest that the Society 
of Friends should have Just succeeJod 
in purchasing tbe manuscript In 
which tbe founder of the movement 
recorded his struggles for the con 
version ot mankind. Tlie Journal ip 
perfect, except for the first sixteen 
pages, and it will find a permanent 
home in the reference 'library of the 
Friends, in Devonshire House, Bin 
bopsgate, London. 

A curious man this Georre Fo: 
who argued with Cromwell, engaKcd 
in debate with the strange founder 
of 'the Muggietontans, disputed with 
tbe parsons in the steeplc-taouaes. as 
he was pleased to call the churches, 
and made the round of the Jails of 
Kngland In tbe spirit of Paul of Tar 
sus. He was born in the July of 
1624. at Drayton-ln-tho-Clay, in I.rei, 
cestersbire, the son of one of tbe old 
fraternity of weavera who plied thrir 
trade in the cottages of tbe villages, 
in the centuries before the factory 
town was dreamed ot. His mother 
was Mar>- Lago, a woman, as he la 
careful to tell us, ot the atqek of the 
mart>Tfl. Education, as It la under 
stood to-day, ho had practlcaUy none, 
It Is doubtful It there waa a book in 
bis LelcestorshlrB viilaRe, unless i 
was some chained Bible in the parish 
church. One thing be learned, how- 
ever, which was of more Importance 
io blm than the 'kiibilirledge ' of tbe 
universlllea, the value of strict ad- 
herence to truth, or as he put it. in 
his quaint Quaker Engilsb, "to keep 
to yea and nay in everytblpg." So 
that. In later years, when hla "Ver- 
ily!" was heard In the fialrground 
tbe purchaaera round bis atall ceased 
to haggle. "For." they said, "when 
Oeorge Pox aaya Verily! there la no 
altering him.' 

He grew up a dreamy boy whom his 
parents, on that very account, deatin 
ed tor the priesthood, but as a matter 
ot fact when the time came he was 
apprenticed to a cobbler and grazier 
'It waa in these days that there oc 
curred an event which changed the 
whole tenor of hia life. Chancing to 
attend a fair on business be went 
with a couple of companions to a 
neighboring tavern. Here he was 
horrified by tbe suggestion tliat tbe 
first of tlA party who ghoiild succumb 
to drink should pay the score of all 
To a boy like Fog. the idea was the 
prompting of the devil.- " He left the 
inn, and reached his chamber In a 
tumult All night he paced the floor 
In the early morning, he has recordcJ 
the Lbril spoke to blm saying, "Thou 
seest how young people go together 
unto vanity, and old people into the 
eartli; thou must forsake all, young 
and old, keep out of all, and be a 
stranger unto all." , ■ 

That' day bis wanderings - began 
The rent of bis life waa, given up to 
preu^'liing the gospel, and preaching 
The gospel In the days of the Fifth 
Monarchy .Men was as dopgeroua 
business as he was to find it when 
Cromwell had given place to Charles, 
and Buckingham and Rochester taken 
tbe place which had oncov been 'held 
by the ParliamenUiry generals. His 
Kreat method of attack was to enter 
tbe churches, and endeavor to engage 
tbe ministers in controversy, a pro 
ceeding which generally found him ih 
the morning before the Justices of the 
peace, and in tbe evening in one of 
the fetid Jails of the period. As you 
read his Journal, it Is difficult not to 
be carried back to the chapters of the 
Acts ot the Apoatlea. . In bis coll a 
Nottingham hla eloquence waa ao 
powerful that the aherlff the good 
man's name was Reckless, rushed out 
into the street, in his slippers, to 
preach repentance in tbe market 
place. Generally, however, ho wa? 
much less forttinato. The people of 
Mansfield Woodbouse. Infuriated by 
hiB claim tbat tbe aiek could be healed 
by prayer, set upon him in the street 
and very nearly stoned him to death. 
At Derby, where bis reputation had 
preceded him, be was haled before 
the magistrates to give an accotint of 
his presence in the town. He was

Of "The Skin Game" all that need 
be recalled la tbat tbe .self-made 
Hornblower, enraged at the disdainful 
treatment of himself, his son and bis 
daughter-in-law by the Ilillcrista. Û3- 
termlnev to build works that shall gan 
them out of their ancestral home, but 
thinks better of It when Mrs. Hil'.- 
rist, having raked up his daughter- 
in-law's unhappy past, of which be 
knows nothing, threatens to publish 
tbe story broadca^t . It is the gas 
against gas:, tbe poison, of her tongue 
against the poison of hi? chimneys 
but whereas he has only proposed to 
render a house uninhabitable, she is 
prepared to wreck a home. As it is 
she baa deatroyed Hornblower'a and 
his aon'a faith in the girl, who has 
repented her misdolngi', and is now, 
moreover, at the mercy of the un- 
pleasant creatures whom .Mrs. Hill- 
crist has employed to track her down 
Not much happiness for any of th-s 
Homblowera there! 

Are the Htllcrlsts any better off? 
A woman yibo hsa behaved as Mrs 
Hiilerlflt has behaved may be capable 
of Klorylng In her triumph, but Mrs 
Hillcriat knows that she has fallen 
in the eyes of her husband who for- 
bade her to uae so foul a weapon. Ho, 
again, has only retained undisturbcl 
possession of the hall and acres of his 
ancestors by means ot which Ibuy 
would have scorned to avail them- 
selvcF. Never again can wife and 
and be to him what once they wore 
Not that any decent person wouM 
wish to see Hlllerist dispossessed. 
He is an English gentleman ot a ra- 
pidly diminishing class, the height ot 
honof^and a humanity that it has 
taken generations to bring to perfec- 
tion. Ask' those who know the Hill- 
orlats beat— their tenante, their la- 
borers, their eervatits. and the poor 
of their parishes— and you shall have 
ample proof of their consideration 
for othera, however bumble. That 
perfection baa, however, been reached 
and maintained only by crystal iza,- 
tion — Hiilcrifltallizatlon, as one mignt 
say — which in present conditions 
makes Hlllcrlsts"- a national anxiety. 
They are not the'men readily to un- 
derstand, or be Understood by thone 
of whom they have had no experience, 
iihd now find ' suddenly arrayed 
against them. And not only doc^ 
Dawson Milward admirably reproduce 
the nobler fiualltles ot the Illllcrlst 
caste, but. with a beautiful uncon 
sciousness. portrays the defects' ot 
those qualities. ' 

At the end of "Strife" Sir Anthony 
and RoborlB could at least shake 
banda. in "The Skin Game," tbe 
brea.:b is widened, the feelings jire 
further embittered, and the prospe::t 
of the parties coming to a mutual un- 
derstanding is more remote than 
ever. Where, then, is this happiness? 
The only one who can regard with 
satisfaction the turn things have 
taken ia the auctioneer, who, thanks 



to the feud, has realixed a fancy price 1 
and will get ap much the mora In 

commission. , ' 

Briefly. "Fair Women and' Brave 
.Men" abows tb« vengeance Captain' 
Valentine takes on Edna, whoae 
heartlessness has coal him his two 
dearest friends, Amei*, fallen In 
battle, and Pollock, now a broken 
character. To Edna the war '.,s 
merely a means of bringing herself 
Into contact witbi men of a claas 
greatly superior to her own. She 
engages herself to both Ame.s and 
Polock and the discovery of liei- 
treachery is - fatal to botli. Valen- 
tine, a baronet with £10.000 a year, 
shows her attentions purp(>scly' so 
marked that she makes aure of biro 
and boasta to her friends of her con- 
quest. Then he tellH her what he 
thinks ot her. What happiness 1» 
there here? He haa had no lucky 
escape: ho waa never in danger. Tho 
cat doea not escape from tbe mouse. 
No doubt Edna's pride is wounded, 
but before the curtain falls she is 
sufficiently recovered to be tbinkin.g 
of her next victim. No doubt Valen- 
tine has scored — but what ot a re- 
venge so paltry and so futile? Edna, 
who deserves to share the fate of 
Mii«dl, la left free, to "betray more 
men. 

Neither of these plays has a con- 
ventionally happy ending, an ending, 
that is, In which the good characters 
are put to bed with a awoet in their 
motiths! Biit tbe theatre Is concerne-l 
with at^other happiness which, though 
our managers rarely give it a thougbt. 
Is tho only happiness worth troubllnac 
about — the Iiapplneas within. No play 
can truly be said to end unhappily 
that leaves' the. spectator thinking 
mora nobly, more charitably, more 
cheerfully, of that life which all sin- 
cere plays strive, each after Its own 
klM, toi reproduce. No play ends so 
unhappily as that which, whatever the 
fortune of the characters, leaves tbe 
spectator discouraged and depresaed. 
Tragedy would be unhearnble were it 
not that it makes us feel life to bo a 
greater thing, even when measiirod hy 
trial and suffering, than we wore 
coneoiouB of when wo entered tho 
theatre. 

Neither of the plays under discus- 
sion ha* a happy ending of this pat- 
tern, either. Whether MIsb Hamil- 
ton's premises admitted of a lean dis- 
heartening conclusion may be doubtod 
But Mr. Galsworthy's certainly did. 
Suppose Mrs. Hilcrist to share, or fo 
respect even, the scniples ot her hus 
band, and Hornblower to get to know- 
that they would not save thomsolvoà 
at a) cost of his daughter-in-law's 
gocÀ name.' Then Hornblower would 
at last see in the Hilcrist creed some- 
thing he can underatan^l. fhèh th-î 
two men could havo shaken hands. 
But, being a pesBlmist. Mr. Gals- 
worthy leaved each man with his 
nails digging the deeper Into his own 
fle8h.^hristiàn Science Monitor.
